Secrecy in Airship Mevements Was

BERLIN, April 3.—A semi-official ap- 
peal to the German newspapers to re- 
frain from publishing news as to the 
voyages and evolutions of German mil- 
itary airships recently was published in 
the Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung. 

They were asked not to record the ad- 
vances made in aviation and not to re- 
port bomb throwing and machine: gun 
experiments carried out by military avi- 
ators. They are also requested to main- 
tain silence generally as to develop- 
ments in German military armamen<t 
and equipment.

Board Amenable to Law. 

Judge Clark declared in his opinion 
that the motion to quasif was based 
upon the theory that the Board of Ed-) 
ucation as a corporation could cornmit 
no wrong and was therefore not amen- 
able to the law. He said the act of 
the Legislature creating the board was 
cited as a basis for this contention. 

In holding that, this contention was 
erroneous Judge Clark referred to sec- 
tion one of Article XI of the Constitu- 
tion, which says that all political power 
is vested in and derived from the people, 
and that all Government is founded on 
the will of the people and instituted for 
the good of the people. 

“For the purpose then of cultivating 
the minds of the youth the Board of 
Education was created by an act of 
the Legislature,” he said. .“‘This act 
is mandatory in the main: ‘And while 
clothing the board with certain powers, 
does not even by intimation clothe that 
body with any greater power, in-so-far 
as the welfare of those whose guardians 
they become, than if they were acting 
as individuais. 

He said that while the law provided 
that the board could sue and be sued 
only as a corporation, “it will not be 
contended for one moment that this 
would mean that if there was a viola- 
tion of the penal code by them as a 
body that. they could not be preocnee

DIES IN NEW YORK: 
ILL A SHORT TIM 


Relatives Were Advised Only 
Day Before Death That 
Condition Was Serious 


LEFT HERE SIX YEARS AGO 


Objected to Gossip in St. Louis 
—Said to Have Spent 
$750,000 in 5 Years. 


Mrs. Eleonora Nolker, dashing S0- 


ciety widow, who was reputed. to have 


spent $750,000 in St. Louis in five years, 
died, at the Borchard Apartments, 220 
West Ninety-eighth street, New York, 
Tuesday, and news of her death was 
learned by a few of her most intimate 
friends in St. Louis today. 

Flood conditions, which interfered with 
the telegraph service, prevented mem- 
bers of Mrs. Nolker’s family here from 
discovering the serious nature of her 


illness, and even after they received a 


message that she had died, they were 
led by telegrams receivd later to believe 
she was not dangerously ill. 

Mrs, Peter O'Neil of 4507 Lindell boule- 
vard, mother of Mrs. Nolker, less than 
a week ago received a letter from Dr. 
J. H. Richards of 34 West Highty-third 
street, New York, saying that Mrs. Nol- 
ker was ill but there was no cause for 
alarm. 


Confusing Telegrams Received. 

Monday Mrs. O’Neil received a tele- 
gram from Dr. Richards that Mrs. Nol- 
ker’s condition was serious and that she 
had asked that members of her family 
go to her at once. Because of Mrs. 
O’Neil’s age and the difficulties of travel 
caused by flood conditions, she was ad- 
vised not to go to New York unless a 
more urgent appeal came. 

About 4p. m. Tuesday a telegram say- 
ing that Mrs. Nolker was dead was de-

Nolker’s improvement and the proba- 
bility of recovery had been filed art 
New York several hours before the 
message telling of her death, but 
had been delivered in St. Louis after it. 
The letter and telegrams were al! 
signed by Dr. Richards. They said 
nothing as to the cause of Mrs. Nolk- 
er’s illness. 
She Inherited a Fortune. 
Nolker before her marriage to 
Nolker, son of a million- 
aire brewer, was Miss Eleonora O'Neil. 
She inherited a large fortune from the 
estate of her father, Peter O'Neil, a St. 
Louis hotel owner, capitalist and real 
estate man. 


At the home of her mother it was 
said that Mrs. Nolker’s body would 
arrive in St. Louis during the dav, ac- 
companied by her 10-year-old adopted 
daughter, Marcelite. 


Mrs. Nolker departed from St. Louis 
to live in New York six years ago. Be- 
fore going away she was quoted as say- 
ing she was moving from St. Louis be- 
cause there was too much gossip here. 

As heiress to her father’s large for- 
tune, she was a commanding figure ir. 
the younger social set even before her 
marriage to Nolker enhanced her 
financial power and influence. 


Nolker Died Ten Years Ago. 

Nolker’s death in Florida 10 years ago 
left her one of the richest widows in 
St. Louis, while she still retained her 
beauty and high-spirited zest for life. 

Her home at 4440 Lindell boulevard 
was filled with art treasures. It was 
Mrs. Nolker’s custom to buy things 
first and ask the price afterward. This 
home, in which she had gathered paint- 
ings, rugs, statuary and furniture from 
all parts of the worid, was the scene 
of many gay gatherings. 


On the night of July 9, 1906, Mrs. Nol- 
ker’s automobile ran down and killed 
Ernest Shank of 5362 Goodfellow ave- 
nue as he was alighting from a street 
car at Easton and Arlington avenues. 
Mrs. Nolker’s companion in the automo- 
bile when this accident occurred was 
Edwin A. Lemp, a member of a wealthy 
family of S8St.. Louis brewers, Her 
chauffeur was driving the car. Mrs. 
Nolker suffered a nervous collapse after 
this accident. 

Spent $750,000 in Five Years. 

In March, 1908, after she moved to 
New York, she was’ sued by a Paris 
merchant for the’ balance’ on a bill of 
$900 for lace handkerchiefs. This suit, 
Louis, revealed that Mrs. 
Nolker had been sued by many other 
merchants and that within a few months 
she had adjusted bills of $2400 for mil- 
linery, $4000 for dry goods, $3000 for 
dry goods and millinery, $150 for flow- 
ers and $118 for wine. It was said by 
attorneys, and published at that time, 
that Mrs. Nolker had spent $750,000 in 
five years.

UF SUFFRAGISTS 


Takes Seat in Buckingham Ses- 
sion and Hotel Official Starts 
Up to Oust Her. 


“LIKE FALLING 
Delegate Tells of Emotion Upon 
Hearing Suffragists Had 
Won State.

The color question. which has vastly 
embarrassed suffragists in other states, 
and which had not a little to do with 
the recent defeat of the suffrage amend- 
ment in the Missouri Legislature, came 


before the Mississippi Valley suffrage 


conference at the Buckingham Hotel in 
concrete form Thursday, when Mrs. Vic- 
toria Clay”*Haley, a negress, walked in 
and sat dewn. 

Mrs. Haley entered the parlor quiet- 
ly, but she was soon noticed by the 
delegates and inquiring glances were 
exchanged. A young woman in charge 
of the distribution of literature went 
to her and gave her a handful of cards 
and pamphlets. Later another woman 
asked her name, and she gave it, and 
said she was a leader in club wor« 
among negro women. Her right to re- 
main was not questioned, but her pres- 
ence unquestionably lowered the buoy- 
ant spirit of the meeting. 

To the only woman who questioned 
her, Mrs. Haley said she was not con- 
nected with any suffrage organization, 
but was interested in the movement. 
and had come t@® learn what she could 
regarding it. 

The flustration among the delegates 
was mild compared with that in the 
administration office of the Bucking- 
ham when the clerks, cashier and others 
learned of the presence of the negress. 

Manager T. J. Darcey was not in 
sight at the moment, and’ his subordi- 
nates began searching for him to lay 
the matter before him. Finally Darcey 
appeared and was informed of the sit- 
uation. 

He immediately announced to the 
clerks that he would go upstairs to 
have the negress leave, and he depart- 
ed on his mission. 

The delegates recalled that the women 
who walked from New York to Wash- 
ington came near disbanding when a 
group of negroes joined them, carrying 
a banner, “Votes for Negro Women.” 
They recalled, too, that the chiéf argu- 
ment against the suffrage movement in 
the Legislature was that it would give 
the mr to negresses. 


hree-Day Gathering. 
Thureday was the second day of the 


three-day gathering. Nineteen states 
are represented. Miss Ann Martin of 
Reno, Nev., one of the speakers, said 
that in the mining regions, men were 
a very unstable element of the citizen- 
ship, and that 14 men elected to the Leg- 
islature left Nevada before their terms 
were to begin. She told of the diffi- 
culties of carrying on the suffrage prop- 
aganda in a State larger than England, 
Scotland and Wales, with only 23,000 
voters. 

Mrs. Jeanette O. Ferris told of a suf- 
fragist’s emotions in the amount of 
victory, in these words: 

“It feels like falling in love, being 
converted and coming into a fortune all 
at one time.” 

Mrs. Ferris, who is an ordained min- 
ister of the Gospel, ts from Michigan, 
and the description which she gave rep- 
resented her own feelings when, just 
after last year’s election, it appeared 
that suffrage had carried that State. 
Later returns changed the apparent vic- 
tory into defeat. Mrs. Ferris said suf- 
frage was fraudulently counted out. An- 
other election on the same question will 
be held in Michigan this year, she said. 

“Tf we are defeated this time,” she 
declared, “it will be by the vicious in- 
terests.”” 

Favors Pay for Workers. 

Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president of 
the Illinois Women Suffrage Associa- 
tion, said she was paid for her work, 
and that women should be paid for 
campaigning, just as men are. She com- 
pared the unpaid woman campaigner 
to the volunteer nurse in a homsehold, 
who might just as well be a traine} 
nurse, making a good salary. 

Mrs. Maude Wood Park of Boston 

ave practical suggestions about raising 
money at suffrage meetings. 

“Don’t thank people for contributing,”’ 
she said. ‘“‘Make them feel that it is 
an honor to be permitted to help. Have 
an eloquent speaker just before the col- 
lection, to hold your crowd and to get 
them enthused.” 

Oliver W. Stewart of Chicago, who 
wrote the constitution for the first or- 
ganization of the Men’s League for 
Woman Suffrage, told the conference 
of the work of that organization. He 
said men should lead in the suffrage 
movement, but that it is difficult to 
get those who have power to surren- 
der it or to share it with others. 

He said the Men’s League, whose mem- 
bers have votes, could effectively influ- 
ence public officials and candidates. The 
Men’s League, he Baid, is an answer 
to the statement that only discontented 
women want suffrage. Even if this 
were true, he said, it would prove noth- 
ing. “One discontented woman crying 
out against injustice is the voice of 
God,” he declared. 

During the speech making it was an- 
nounced that the expenses of the con- 
‘vention amounted to $49.38 and that a 
collection would be taken up. Withia 
five minutes the delegates had sub- 
scribed $115. It was then decided that 
the surplus should be placed in the 
treasury to pay the expenses of the next

Comic Opera Star Who Wed in 
St. Louis Was Taken *From 
Chicago Fire Escape, Found 

Lifeless Later. 


CHICAGO, April 3.—Thomas Q. Sea- 
brooke, formerly one of the best-known 
comedians on the music come stage, 
was found dead in his room at Me As- 
tor Hotel, North Clark street, ear 
Randolph street, today. His death was’ 
reported to the Coroner as due to de- 
lirium tremens. 

Seabrooke, who was 53 years old, was 
married only a short time ago in St. 
Louis. His bride left two weeks ago 
to accept an engagement in New York. 
It was said she is now in Northern 
Michigan with a one-night stand com- 
vente 2 ee 

That Seabrodke had been drinking 
heavily for the last two weeks was well 
known to his friénds, but none thought 
that his excesses would develop such a 
serious form. 

Seabrooke was found by some of his 
friends trying to climb up th® fire escape 
of the hotel-early today. They got him] 
back into his room and into bed, and 
thought he would be all right after a 
good sleep. : 

Dr. W. R. Creely and Dr. A. Meyer 
were called in When the body was found. 
They reported that death was due to 
alcoholism. 

Seabrooke's greatest success was in 
“The Isle of Champagne,” which he 
first played in 1892 and for several 
seasons thereafter. Before he went on 
the stage he was employed in a bank for 
nine years. 

His first appearance was as Bertie 
Cecil in ‘“‘Cigarette.”” In recent years 
he has been at the head of his own com- 
pany in many comic operas and lately 
has appeared in vaudeville.

BOY IS KILLED BY 
POWER WIRES Ad 
WIND FELLS POLES 


Is Caught Between Two Cables 
and Dies Held Erect in 
Road by Wires.

Harry Davis of Webster Groves, 3 
years old, was killed instantly about 7 
a. m. Thursday in Marshall avenue; @ 


suburb, his neck being broken by a feed 
cable of the United Railways Co., blown 
down by a slight gust of wind which 
lasted but a few seconds. 

First reports from Tuxedo Park stated 
that the poles were blown down by a 
sudden heavy wind of tornado force, 
and it was believed in the suburb that 
much damage had been done elsewhere 
in the vicinity. Investigation by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Lashly and Coroner 
Bopp showed, by the testimony of many 
witnesses, that the wind was a mere 
gust. 

The boy was driving a team of mules 
pulling a wagon load of stone along 
the avenue. His father, A. P: Davis, 
was not far behind, driving another 
team with a load of stone. The elder 
man was sheltered by an gimbrella top 
which prevented the falli wires from 
striking him. 

When he went forward after the brief 
windstorm, which blew from the West, 
had passed, he found his son standing 
erect against one of the wagon wheels, 
dead, being held in that position by two 
feed wires, one oon each side of his 
neck. The wires, insulated so that they 
could give no electrical shock, had fallen 
with all the poles for a considerable dis- 
tance. Harry Davis’ body was taken 
to the Parker undertaking rooms in 
Webster Groves. 

It Is believed that the boy got out of) 
his wagon when he felt the storm com- 
ing and saw the poles crashing to the 
earth. The cable which broke his 
neck is about two inches in diameter 
including the lead casing and ingula- 
tion. 

Coroner Louis Bopp of Kirkwood held 
an inquest a few hours after young 
Davis was killed. The jury's verdict 
was that the boy’s neck was broken by 
two feed wires of the United Railways 
falling upon him, and the United Rail- 
ways Co. was blamed for the fatality, } 
it being alleged that for a long time 
the poles carrying the feed wires have 
been in a rotting condition. 

Two Miles of Poles Blown Over.

Council Arranges Compromise 
on Fees Withheld by 11 of 
City’s Treasurers. 


TWO OF OFFICIALS DEAD 


Corporation Counsel Explains 
Collection of Greater Sum 
Would Be Unlikely. 


A compromise for $22,600 of suits ag- 
gregating $500,000 against former treas- 
urers of East St. Louis was authorized 
Wednesday night by the East St. Louis 
City Council at a special meeting. The 
suits were based on the contention of 
the city that for many years treasur- 
ers had illegally retained as fees, 2 
per cent of the tages collected by them, 
in addition to the salary allowed by 
law. 

The offices of township collector and 
city treasurer of East St. Louis are 
combined. The official receives $1200 a 
year as township collector and $1500 an- 
nually as city treasurer. A few months 
ago the salary was increased by the 
Council to $4500, with a proviso that 
the treasurer withhold no more fees. 

The salary of the Mayor was in- 
creased by the City Council at the 
same time to $5000 a year from $3000. 
The incoming executive, John M. 
Chamberlin, will therefore draw the 
same amount of salary as is paid to 
the Mayor of St. Louis. 

Compromise Is Explained. 

John L. Flannigen, corporation coun- 
sel of East St. Louis, who was author- 
ized to compromise the suits, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday that 
the reason he had recommended such 
@ settlement was that two of the Il 
treasurer@, sued are dead, and their 
widow ould probably have to sacri- 
fice their homes to pay a judgment, if 
one was obtained by the city. He.said 
that material evidence was lacking in 
some cases, and that the records pre- 
vious to 189% were destroyed in the cy- 
clone of that year which tore down the 
city hall, 

A large portion of the amount: sued 
for was to recover interest alleged to 
have been collected by the treasurers on 
taxes collected and placed in banks 
for temporary safe keeping. The city 
states in the suits that the money 
should have been either kept in the 
vaults in.the city hall, or the interest 
accruing should have been turned into 
the rity treasury. 

A separate suit was filed for each year 
the treasurers served, dating back to 
1884. The 10 former treasurer who were 
sued,:in addition to the present official, 
were: John Neimes, C. B. Goedde, F. 
J. Kurrus, Frank Holten, Martin Mar- 
tell, Philip Wolff, Gustav Horn, Henry 
Roewe, Louis Edlich and G. H. Kem- 
per. Neimes and Kemper have died 
since leaving the office. 

The former treasurers and the heirs 
of those who died have agreed to the 
compromise, according to Flannigen. 
The suits will be called in court and 
judgments entered for the amounts 
sued’ for, with a stipulation that pay- 
ment of the amount specified by the 
compromise within 9 days will operate 
as a payment in full. 

E. Fred Gerold, the present treasurer, 
is named in the suits and has agreed to 
a compromise for $1950 in full payment 
of the fees he has collected, following 
the custom of former treasurers.

CHINESE REPUBLIC, 
NOTIFIES POWERS 


All Other Nations Join in 
Like Action April 8. 


ASSEMBLY MEETS' THEN 


Action May Influence China to 
Refuse Terms of Proposed 
European Loan. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Secretary 
Bryan has formally notiifed all diplo- 
matic representatives here of the inten- 
tion of the United States to recognize 
the new Chinese republic on April 8, 
the meeting day of the Assembly, and 
has formally proposed that all other 
governments recognize the new republic 
in concert on that day. 

Secretary Bryan’s note was delivered 
to some of the foreign diplomats yester- 
day and to\the remainder of the corps 
today. Each was enjoined to secrecy 
that a formal announcement might be 
made from the White House first. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s statement is expected at 
any time. 

Secretary Bryan's note was brief and 
in substance like this: 

“The President requests me to notify 
you and your governments through you 
of the intention of the United States 
to recognize the new Republic of China 
on April 8.”’ 

The remainder of the note is a brief 
suggestion that all other nations do like- 
wise on that day. 

Diplomats here regard the proposal 
for a concerted recognition as an action 
that will clear away any soreness that 
may have been created by what was 
called a breach of diplomacy recently 
when the White House announcement 
regarding the six-power loan. was pub- 
lished here before the foreign govern- 
ments interested had been notified. 

The United States is the first nation 
to announce an intention to recognize 
the new republic. In diplomatic circles 
there is speculation as to how the act 
will be received by the five powers 
which, with the United States, were to 
participate in the Chinese loan—Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Russia and 
Japan. 

It is belleved in some quarters that 
the action of the United States will 
influence China to refuse the terms of 
the loan as proposed and to seek money 
in this country. 


MOVE TO AID AMERICAN 
GIRL IN ENGLISH PRISON 


Mother’s Demand That Own 
Doctor Examine Zelie Emerson, 
Suffragette, Served on 


Authorities. 

LONDON, April 3.—A letter from Mrs. 
Emerson of Detroit, Mich., was handed 
by Josiah Wadgwood, a Liberal member 
of Parliament, to Reginald McKenna. 
the British Home Secretary, today. 

It demanded permission for Mrs. Em- 
erson’s physician to examine her daugh- 
ter, Miss Zelie Emerson, the militant 
euffragette, who is said to be suffering 
from the forcible feeding employed by 
the officials since she started her hun- 
ger strike in Holloway jail. 

The United States embassy, according 
to Mrs. Emerson, promised in event of 
failure of Secretary McKenna to comply 
with her request to place the facts be- 
fore the British Foreign Office. 

A letter from a prisoner confined in 
the next cell to Miss Emerson states 
that the release of Miss Emerson within 
the next few days is necessary to save 
her reason, and perhaps her life. The 
letter also says that by giving her 
neighbor part of her food she started 
her hunger strike 14 days before the 
prison doctors discovered the fact. 


TUBERCULOSIS’ BIG TAX 


SEDALIA, Mo., April 3.—Tuberculosis 
costs Missouri $40,000,000 a year, Dr. Wal- 
ter M. Miller, secretary of the Missouri 
Association for the Relief and Control 
of Tuberculosis, said in an address here 
last night. He said the cost of the dis- 
‘ease in the State is equivalent to a tax 
of $2.39 for each $100 of its assessed valu- 
ation and three times as much as it 
costs to support the public schools of 
the State. 

Dr. Miller said Missouri would be jus- 
tified in bonding itself at 4 per cent for 
more than one-half of its total taxable 
wealth if tuberculosis might thereby be 
eradicated.

The Governor, however, believes that 
there is no need for haste and the 
more discussion there is, and the great- 
er the dissemination of facts, the more 
certain it is that the plan will be 
adopted when it is submitted. 


The Governor also desires it to be 
well settled in the minds of the people 
just how the. commission should be 
composed, whether of the various state 
officers, such as the Governor, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, Attorney-General, -Secre- 
tary of State and so on, or whether 
there should be a commission independ- 
ent of the heads of the state depart- 
ments. The sentiment, so far, appears 
to favor the plan of having each com- 
missioner at the head of a state de- 
partment. 


For the purpose of fusing the various 
ideas into a plan that will satisfy ev- 
eryone, a state conference to discuss 
the question will be held in Topeka next 
fall, after which, it is expected, the 
Governor will call the Legislature to- 
gether to adopt the resolution to sub- 
mit the question to the voters at the 
election in 1914.

FLIGHT FEASIBLE 


By Associatea Press. 

NEW YORK, April 3—The London 
Daily Mail’s offer of $60,000 for the 
first transatlantic aeroplane flight re- 
ceived hearty indorsement by the Aero 
Club ‘of Americas at a meeting of the 
board of governors. 

“Crossing the ocean in an airship is 
only a question of time, and the offer 
will do much to shorten that time,” 
said AMen R. Hawley, president of the 
club. “Flights are being made daily, 
which show the aeroplane’s ability to 
stay in the air for longer and longer 
periods, and there is no reason why 
the flight should not be made over the 
ocean instead of over a marked track.” 

Members of the club were optimistic 
in the prospects of an early fulfillment 
of the conditions of the offer. Some 
even predicted that the flight will be 
within a year. 

The two main difficulties to be over- 
come are the carrying of sufficient 
fuel and the keeping of a direct course. 
This latter it has been suggested might 
be overcome by enlisting the co-opera- 
tion of the Government and having re- 
lays of torpedo destroyers to keep with- 
in wireless communication of the aero- 
planes and so serve as beacons. 

As for the fuel, a year ago the Aero 
Club mapped out transatlantic routes, 
one of which had no jump greater 
than 900 miles. Distances within a 
few miles as great have been covered 
by continuous flights in France.

Leather, such as is used in the man- 
ufacture of shoes and cheaper grades 
of harness, has been placed on the free 
list. 

Many trust products, such as steel 
rails, cash registers ani sewing ma- 
chines, are on the free list, and have 
swelled it to the most formidable free 
list €ver presented to a Congress. 

So confident is the President that the 
bills wilf go through Congress that he 
has consented to have them presented in 
one bill, attached to which will be the 
income tax carrying rates from 1 per 
cent on incomes of $4000 to 4 per cent 
on incomes of more than $100,000.

Worth of the house of Worth, which 
dictates the dress of American 
women, and indeed of all civilized 
women, has just arrived to pay his 
first visit to New York. 

And the sartorial prophesy end 
philosophy of Jacques Worth, as he 
unfolded them to me, should be of 
tremendous interest to the feminine 
half of St. Louis. In a series of 
articles for the Post-Dispatch he dis- 
cusses what to wear and how to wear 
it as only he or a member of his 
family is able to do. He is the grend- 
son of the man who went to France 
as a boy of 16 and founded the Houge 
of Worth, and his uncle Jean is the 
present head of the famous costume 
house. Its influence may be traced 
not only in the wardrobe of wealthy 
women, but in the styles we all adopt, 
down to the umpty-’steenth ready- 
made copy. 

The first questions I put to M. 
Worth concerned the ever-absorbing 
problem of what “they” are going to 
wear this spring and summer, 

Skirts Narrow and Draped. 

Here are a few of the most inter- 
esting announcements that Worth had 
to make for those who are purchas- 
ing their new outfits: 

“The narrow, draped skirt will be 
the favorite exclusive model, pre- 
serving the long, slim lines of the 
figure and eliminating hips. 

“The waist line will not be high up 
under the bust, nor will it be quite 
natural, but just between the two 
extremes—what we call the three- 
quarters, 

“Sleeves will remain small and the 
long sleeve, hanging loose from the 
shoulder and ending in a point, will 
be popular for evening wear. 

“Low collars will be generally 
worn.” 

“But what about the slit skirt?” I 
inquired. “So many women are wear- 
ing it in New York.” 

M. Worth leaned back and his very 
naturally arched brows described a 
more parabolic curve, also his double 
set of extraordinarily white and reg- 
ular teeth showed in a fleeting smile.

I am informed that when the patrol system was 
organized (about 80 years ago), the drivers were 
paid $60 a month; this salary has never been 
raised, while the salaries of captains, lieutenants 
and patrolmen have béen raised from time to time. 
Their increase in salary was well merited and 
the Police Board should recognize that by every 
measure of fairness the patrol drivers, chauffeurs 
and janitors merit a raise also, and deserve to 
enjoy the same working hours as their higher 
officers. 

Drivers for dairies, mercantile establishments 
and breweries receive from $75.to $110 a month 
and work approximately 54 hours each week. 
Compare this with the patrol: drivers, who re- 
ceive $60 a month and work 84 hours each week.

They are 
worthy men. Increase their pay and if possible 
shorten their hours.

Why possible in 
Berlin and impossible here? Is the manager of 
the Berlin system an imbectfle to furnish every- 
one a seat when we say that it ts impossibie?

Attorney-General Rules That 
Police Officer Has Right to 


Interfere in Bouts. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 3.—A police of- 
ficer has full power to prevent the con- 
tinuance of a sparring exhibition if he 
believes it may result in injury to 12 
participant or'a violation of law, ac- 
cording to an opinion given to the New 
York State Athletic Commission by At- 
torney-General Carmody. The general 
power given the Athletic Commission, 
Mr. Carmody holds, cannot be consid- 
ered so broad as to supersede the 
powers of a police officer. 

The question was raised in Schenec- 
tady, where a Sergeant of Police en- 
tered the ring and stopped a boxing 
contest. The right of the police officer 
to interfere was questioned, because the 
Athletic Commission had made a rule 
giving the referee “the sole authority 
to stop a contest when it became one- 
sided or brutal,”’ and providing that “‘no 
person other than the contestants and 
the referees shall during the progress 
of the contest enter the ring.” 

“We cannot understand,” sald the 

Athletic Commission in a letter to Mr. 
Carmody, “how it is possible for a pu- 
lice official to substitute his judgment 
for the judgment of a licensed refere: 
in stopping this contest.” 
“The granting of a license to hold 
a sparring exhibition,” says Mr. Car- 
mody’s opinion, ‘‘does not create within 
the confines of the inclosure where sucn 
exhibition is held a freedom from prop- 
er police supervision. This opinion ts 
based upon the broad ground that even 
if regulations prohibiting police inter- 
ference were enacted they would be 
ineffective in law.”
